AMERICAN MANUAL ALPHABET 


About 200 years ago, while the 
people of North western Europe were 
living in a state of utmost barbarism, 
there was slowly flowering in the new 
world the most brilliant civilization of 
ancient America—namely, the Maya 
of southern Mexico and northern Gua¬ 
temala. From a cultural point of 
view the Maya were the Greeks of the 
new world. 

In many spheres of human activity 
these Maya excelled almost beyond 
believing, in architecture, sculpture, 
and painting; in ceramics, stone, fea¬ 
ther mesatcis, and the lapidary art;

In this last mentioned field their at¬ 
tainments were so remarkable that it 
may be claimed that no people of the

—had worked out a system of chrono¬ 
logy anywhere approaching that of the 
Maya, not only in accuracy of the 
results, but also in simplicity of use. 

This spectacular progress of the 
Maya was accomplished without man’s 
two greatest aids to civilization in the 
old world--namely, beasts of burden 
and tools of metal. When it is con¬ 
sidered that they had no beasts of 
burden, no horses, asses, oxen, camels, 
or elephants to carry for them, nor 
tools of iron, bronze, copper, or tin 
to cut and hew and carve with, it may 
be ventured that, judged by what they 
had, they achieved more than any 
other people the world has ever known.
